ons and Civifions , drawing into theſe parts great numbers ofdiſcontented perſons ,; that 
may ro0 juſtly be feared doe s fc the publike ruine, for their private advantage. All which 
evils .rc daily fomented,,and made more formidable, by your Majeſties drawing together 
fas wee conceive npt according to Law) many Companies of the Trained Bands, and 0. 
thers both Horſe and Foot of this County, and retai::ing multitudes of Commanders and 
Cavalcers from other parts, and by the taily reſort of Recuſants, and perſons diſaffeRed ia 
Religion, ro your M _ Court at York; and by the great preparation of Armes, and ©- 
ther warlike provifions,which begets in: us-feares of Warrs, to thegreatterrour and amaze- 

\ mentof us your Majcſtics peaceable SubjeQs, and to the great decay of all Commerce atid 
mduftrious courſes, for the wealth-and proſperity of theCountry, eſpecially of Clothing, 
which is the waine ſubſiſtence of chis County, and isfince your Majeſtic reſidence amongſt 
us, and the following diſtractions thereupon, ſuddenly obftruRted ; infomuch thatmmapy- 
thouſand Families, whoare'of, and have their livelihood by the Trade of Clothing, arenow 
atthe point of utter undoing ; which inevitably will prove to be of dangerous conſequence, 
and will be the in-Jet to our approaching. and unayoidable ruine, unlefſe your Majeſty
